York.—The monster with the 
skull five feet long, whose remains 
were found on the Gobi desert, was not 
distinguistied’ by mental power and 
probably had a colossal eating equip- 
ment but a minute brain-box, accord- 
ing 40 Dr, W. D. Matthews, paleontolo- 
gist of the American Museum of Nat- 
ura). History, > 

Th:s  glant, known as the Baluchl- 
therinum “from the tact ie its only 
previous ‘remains were “discovered In 
Baluchistan, India, bas been represent- 
ed ‘previously by a few leg bones and 
other fragments of a skeleton, but the 
first skull.on record is that found by 
the museum purty. From the leg 
bones it was identified as a big mamn- 
mal of the rhinoceros tribe, about the 
height of a big elephant. Uplike the 
short-legged rhinoceros of touay, the 
bulky Baluchitherium stood on long 
legs like those of an elephant. In 
order to be able to browse and root 
from that height it needed a head and 
neck of tremendous size and length, 
such as: the elephant would bave to 
have if it were not luckily provided 
with a: trunk. 

An Orphan Among Fossils. 


The dinosaur remains found by the 
party are probably more important 
than that of the Baluchitherium, ac- 
cording to Doctor Matthews, although 
po detailed report on them has yet 
been cabled to this country. The 
Baluchitherlum has no near relatives 
among the fossils found on the Amer- 
ican continent up to the present. It is 
believed that many new dinosaurs have 
been discovered in the ravines and foot- 
hills of the Gobi. 

This region of central Asia is be- 
| Heved by the museum party to be the 
nursery of most of the animals and 
'} the original home of the human race. 
Some evidence that it was the great 
breeding. place of mammals has been 
found, but no_bones, skulls, relics or 
tools bave'Bo far come te light to indi- 
cate that this was the part of the 
world where the human race first de- 
veloped. The Gobi desert is a region 
of continental proportions and it muy 
require hund of years of work by 
hundreds of expedftions to master the 
secrets about the early life of man be- 
lieved to be entombed under its hills 
and plateaus and which may be ex- 
posed along its water courses. 

The belief that_man first rose in this 
region has long been held on many 
grounds, but.{he theory has been great- 
ly elaborated “by .Dr. Henry Fairfield 
Osborn,. president. of the museum, Doc- 
tor Matthews and~ other American 
scientists, 

The argument which they have 
worked out in great detail is that the 
cow, sheep, dog, cat and horse appear 
to have been domesticated in the Gobi. 
The older basis for the theory is the 
tradition of many races that they come 
from this region. The East Indian tra- 
dition, with some evidence to support 
it, is that Indla was populated by men 
from the north. ‘The Chinese tradition 
is that the Chinese came from the 
west. The early settlers in the Medi- 
terranean and Mesopotamia are be- 
lMeved to have driginated in north cen- 
tral Asia. This. region, now called the 
Gobi desert, is sot a desert In the com- 
mon sense of the word, but a partially 
inhabited regtom resembling Montana 
and Wyoming. “It was probably very

replacement of rusted bridge members 
that would have remained sound if 
they had been kept painted; and more 
serious than the waste of money Is the 
danger to the public due to the weak- 
ening of some hidden part which may 
cause the collapse of the whole bridge. 

Officials of the bureau urge that all 
steel bridges be Inspected at least once 
each year and repainted at the first 
sign of rusting. Normally repainting 
Is required at periods of from two to 
five years, depending on the climate. 
A suitable paint should be used, and 

there is uncertainty about any point, 

formation should be requested from 
the state highway department. 


It is a mistake to repaint without 
properly cleaning the metal of all dirt, 
rust, loose paint, and blisters. Usually 
the places hardest to reach are the 
ones that should receive the most at- 
tention.

The committee on tests of the 
American Society of State Highway 
Officials met with the officials of the 
bureau of public roads of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, in 
Washington, June 26 and 27, to con- 
alder standardization of specifications 
and tests for road materials, The 
purpose of this meeting of representa- 
tives from all sections of the country 
was not so much to lay down rigid 
rules as to harmonize the general 
practice. Standardization taking into 
account local conditions is being 
brought about by a series of meetinga 
between officials from groups of states 
and engineers of the bureau. 

The present activity of highway of- 
ficlals along this line is most encourag- 
ing for road building. A few years 
ago the general tendency was toward 
individuality in each state, without 
much opportunity’ for exchange of 
ideas and knowledge. Today the ten- 
dency {s in the other direction, and a 
better solution should be reached 
when the problems are discussed at 
meetings of the best highway engi- 
neering talent of the country. 


BOOM IN HIGHWAY BUILDING 


Federal Ald Has Been Most impor 
tant Factor ef Recent Years in 
Road Construction. 

Federal aid has been probably the 
most important factor in the big boom 
in highway building of recent years, 
and there are now many long stretches 
of trunk-line highway serving rich ag 
ricultural and {ndustrial sections of 
the country which are almost entirely 
federal-ald construction, 

The United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, which administers the fed- 
eral-aid fund, points out that a trav- 
eler going from Richmond,.Ind., te’ St. 
Louis across Indiana and the southern 
part of Niinols, thence to Chicago by 
way of Springfield and Peoria, a die 
tance of approximately 679 ‘miles, 
would travel 505 miles, er 75 per cent 
of the way, on federalalid highways, 
practically all. of which should be tn
